The new Masonic Temple in tlife "Cox 
Building," at ttiu southeast corner of 
Third and Market, was dedicated last 
evening. Tlie event will ever be looked 
back to as a most meini>ra!)le one in tlie 
history of MuSonry in .Mavsvdie. The 
Tem|)Ie is pronounced the handsomest in 
Kentucky, and one of the finest in the 
South.' It is fitted up in tbe most elegant 
style and is complete in it« every arrange- 
ment.' It occupies the entire third and 
fourt stories, and al.so a smaller interme- 
diate story of the "Cos Building," tlie 
construction of which whs besun last 
spring and which has just been finislied. 
A representative of the Bullkti.n was 
shown through the Temple last Saturday 
afternoon by Colonel Owenn and Judire 
Coons, two of the most prominent and 
active Sir Knights of Maysville Oomman- 
dery. On entering the Temple one is 
ushered into the reception room immedi- 
ately at the right on reaching the third 
floor. It faces Market street, and is 18x15 
feet in size. Adjoining this on the north 
is the Tyler's room, 18i20 feet in else. 
Passing through tliis, one enters tbe .Asy- 
lum. This is the largest room in the 
Temple. It mna the full length of tlie 
building on Third street— 7:i feet— and is 
40 feet in width. It ia the homo of tlie 
Com mandery. Here tbe secret conclaves 
of the Sir Knight am held. At tbe east 
end of the room is a j)latform raised a 
few feet above the floor. From this stage 
the Eminent Commander presides over 
the meetings. On either side are two 
seats for tbe Senif)r and Junior Wanlen 
and for distinguished guests. O^ er the K. 
C.'s chair is the inscription, "Inri," in 
large jen'eled letters. In the center of 
the Asylum is what is known as the 
Delta, a table patterned after the Greek 
h'lti-r of tli.it namn. It is covi^reJ with 
hoary white fringed black velvet and on 
it are arranged' twelve golden candle 
slickH. The Di'lta is used in tin* secrei 
work of the order. In tlte aorih-east and 
soatb<east corners of tbe Asylum are 
desks, one for tlie Recorder and the other 
for the Treasurer. Tlie reception room, 
Tyler's room and Asylum are all finely 
finished in cherry, with rich velvet-cnoh- 
ioned furniture to correspond, and ihe 
floors areall covered with handsome Brun- 
sels carpet. The Asylum is lighted by 
eighty-three gas jets, must of theai from 
a large chandelier suagended from the 
center of the ceiling. Tbe scene room is 
south nf the asylum and occupies a some- 
what central part of the fl )'<r. It is sur- 
rounded by a seven-foot lullway. It* 
dimensions are 21x13 feet. , In it kept 
the paraphernalia used iu the scret work 
of the order. . Tbe Blue Lodj^e room is 
found in the south-east corner of the third 
floor and is -l^x io fret iji si/". 'I'lie Wor- 
shipful Master's chair is ou an elevation 
at the east end, the Senior Warden's at 
the west end and the Jnni >r Warden's nt 
the south side, midway. A» altar occu- 
pies the center of the room. It is heavily 
cushioned with deep blue velvet and is 
surrounded by a rest, likewise cushione<l, 
for persons in kneeling posture. This 
room is finished in ancient oak. The 
furniture corresponds and is cushioned in 
rich blue velvet. Tbe Asylum and Blue 
Lodge room are connected by folding 
doors with the hallway that surrounds 
the scene room, and also witb the miin 
lulUay. The Red Cross rooiD and ar- 
mory are found in the inter mediatis story. 
On tbs fourth floor are the banquet room, 
dimensions 100x23 feet, arranged to ac- 
commodate about 300 people a^one tine, 
the kitchen, pantry and china closets. Iu 
the foregoing an accurate description lias 
not been attempted. It is merely sa out- 
lino. There are a nunflier of hallways, 
ante-rooms, vaults, dc, thai bsn<9 not 
been mentioned, and wbtcb are diflBcult 

to describe. No expense was spared to 
in making the Temple one of the hand- 
somest in its finish and tbe most complete 
in its every arrangement in the Slate. 

At 8 o'clock the ceremonies couuected 
witb tbe dedloatiott of tbe Temple ware 
begun. The scene presented was one 
long to be remembered, Tbe magnificent 
Asylum was tbrpQgld witb gallant Sir 
Knighis,lovely women and invited guests. 
Tbe Urge room was brilliantly illuaiuat- 
ed. The "beauty and chivalry" of our 
own city and of oar "grand old Oommon- 
wealtb" was represantsd. Tbe Bvixbtin 
will not- attampt to portray tbe splendor 



and brilliancy of tbnt asflcmblage, tbo 
rich costumes, the lovely toilets, there to 
be seen— it c«>old not be done in tbe Urn- 
itsd sp.ice »t onr coiumand.
